Sentiment  and  Sensation. 

The  soldiers’  memorial  day  was  generally 
observed  throughout  the  country,  and  in 
some  of  our  larger  cities  the  occasion  was 
made  more  than  ever  one  of  great  public 
festivity.  A  custom  which  had  its  origin 
among  the  devoted  women  of  tho  South, 
ha*,  in  its  adoption  at  the  North,  under¬ 
gone  a  marked  change,  both  in  the  manner 
of  its  observance  and  the  quality  of  its  sen- 
ftmant  What  was  at  first  a  sequestered  ex¬ 
hibition  of  the  mourning  sympathy  and  ten¬ 
der  consecration  of  wife,  sister  or  mother, 
has  now  become  a  grand  public  sensation, 
in  which  the  elements  of  seclusion  and  k<i- 
credness  are  almost  lost  in  exultant  display 
and  plausible  publicity.  Such,  at  bust, 
would  be  the  inference  from  reudiug  the 
■published  aceouuts.  We  ore  informed  that 
gu  5*ew  York  city  “the  processions  were 
iong,  the  crowds  beyond  accurate  calcula¬ 
tion,  the  orntwns  cqrml  t®  the  most  ambi¬ 
tions  Fourth  of  July  efforts,  the  music  up  to 
the  fullest  requirements  in  point  of  quanti¬ 
ty  Mt  J»*sL  while  the  peculiar  feature  which 
AstrngUHtkes  this  from  other  festival  days — 
<h*  deewrating  of  surfdiers'  graves — was  car¬ 
ried  out  with  sneb  a  display  of  flowers  and 
plants  as  has  probably  never  before  been 
witnessed  upon  this  memorial  day. 

An  accsunt  coming  from  liiattlebo ro,  Yt. , 
where  Col.  Jas.  Fisk  is  baried,  states  that 
an  elegant  marble  monument  of  the  most 
elaborate  design  and  expensive  material  has 
haeu  erort«»fi  over  the  sacred  spot,  and  in¬ 
scribed  in  large  letters,  Fixe,  Jic.  Four 
life-size  marble  figures  sit  at  the  four  cor¬ 
ners,  and  symbolize  the  pursuits  to  which  the 
iColonel  devoted  his  career.  One  rt-pre- 1 
sents  “Railroads,”  anufher  “Music  and  the 
Drama,”  a  third  “Steamboats, ”  uud  a  fourth 
has  a  hag  of  money  in  oue  hand,  a  i«od  eu- 
iwiued  by  a  serpent  in  the  other,  and  a 
wreath  on  HieJ^ead  surmounted  by  an  eagle. 
This  suggestive  design,  is  meant  for  “Com¬ 
merce.”  The  mourners,  bearing  a  profu¬ 
sion  of  flowers,  w  hite  dares,  aud  oth;r  em¬ 
blems,  rode  to  the  cemetery  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  the  fifitfe,  preceded  by  a  band  of  mu¬ 
sic  and  followed  by  about  five  thousand 
.people,  “m aaj  cf  them  be  ng  the  first  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  town.”  After  the  Fisk  ceremonies 
were  over  the  exeifose*  «f  decorating  the 
graves  of  deceased  soldiers  under  the  au¬ 
spices  of  Post  Setlg  wick,  G.  A.  B.,  weeur- 
red. 

We  can  but  hope  that  the  Brattleboro  re- 
£  porter  is  in  error  when  he  states  that  tunny 
of  “the  first  people”  followed  the  proces¬ 
sion  in  honor  of  the  lamented  Colonel,  who 
.<jan  hardly  be  recalled  as  a  martyr  iu  any 
true  or  no\3e  sense  of  the  term — either 
through  public  or  private  virtues. 

It  may  be  questioned  whether  the  making 
jot  Decoration  Day  by  legal  enactment  one 
jof  the  great  public  holidays,  as  has  been 
.done  in  some  States,  is  particularly  fortu¬ 
nate. 

School  Discipline. 

A  matter  of  do  small  importance  in  <mr 
public  schools  is  that  t»f  discipline.  As  is 
welj-kaown,  corporal  pjuriskment  is  prohib¬ 
ited  by  hrw,  asd  the  trustees  And  teachers  in 
our  Schools  hare  felt  obliged  t»  resort  to  j 


corporal  punishment  was  illegal. 

Jndge  Titsworth  rendered  liis  decision, 
on  Monday.  He  quoted  the  law  organizing 
the  Board  of  Education  of  Orange,  which 
provides  that  the  schools  iu  this  city  shall 
be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  and  that  the  board  shall  establish  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  schools.  By  these 
acts,  he  said,  the  legislature  evidently  in¬ 
tended  to  placo  the  public  schools  of  Orange 
under  the  control  of  tin? Board  of  Education 
and  repeal  all  statutes  inconsistent  with  that 
act.  By  the  rules  of  the  Board  the  princi¬ 
pal  is  authorized  to  inflict  corporal  punish¬ 
ment  ;  aud  if  the  punishment  complained 
of  in  this  ca*o  was  inflicted  in  accordance 
with  that  rule,  he  held  that  the  defendant 
had  not  committed  an  indictable  offence. 

The  prosecutor  expressed  bis  surprise  at 
the  Judge’s  decision  and  asked  that  the 
opinion  should  be  reviewed  either  by  Judge 
Depue  or  the  Supreme  Court,  feeling  that 
this  Court  must  be  mistaken  in  its  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  law. 

Mr.  Freeman,  Mr.  Cutt’s  counsel,  prefer¬ 
red  that  the  case  be  reviewed  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  Judge  Titsworth  thereupon  said 
that  he  would  certify  the  case  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court. 

Bloomfield  Library  Association- 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  association 
was  held  at  Mr.  H.  Pierson’s  office  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  evening.  l>r.  J.  A.  Davis,  the  Pres, 
idtnt,  read  ^  report  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  tibal  amount  of  stock  subscribed  is 
$24,624,  of  vjQU  there  has  been  paid  iu 
$4,227.  From  this  report  we  also  learn 
that  it  lmd  been  resolved  at  a  former  meet¬ 
ing,  to  proceed  to  erect  the  library  building 
when  $30,000  bad  been  subscribed.  This 
had  not  been  done,  as  yet, aud  it  was  thought 
that  of  the  money  already  subscribed  a  con¬ 
siderable  jHirtiou  could  not  be  counted  up¬ 
on  for  various  reasons.  The  president,  iu 
his  report,  showed  the  necessity  of  taking 
definite  action  iu  regard  to  building,  iu  or¬ 
der  to  prevent  a  further  shrinkage  of  the 
subscriptions,  and  to  provide  for  the  young 
men  and  eitizeus  generally  what  they  so 
greutly  need — a  public  hall. 

He  ul.-o  stated,  in  effect,  that  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  directors,  various  building 
plans  were  disiussed.  It  had  been  propos¬ 
ed  to  take  another  lot  and  put  up  a  smaller 
and  pilauer  building,  at  less  expense  than 
would  be  incurred  in  erecting  a  large  hall 
upon  a  corner  lot.  It  was  thought  tho 
smaller  hall  and  library  would  subserve  the 
purposes  of  the  association  for  a  few  years 
and  could  then  be  disposed  of  at  an  ad¬ 
duce  upon  the  first  cost,  and  a  fine  build¬ 
ing  then  put  up  on  the  site  now  owned  by 
the  association. 

This  and  other  plans  were  discussed  by 
the  stockholders  present,  aud  the  project 
which  seemed  to  be  most  in  favor  was  that 
of  building  at  once  upon  tho  lot  comer  of 
Broad  and  Liberty  streets.  There  was, 
however,  a  disposition  to  reject  or  modify 
the  plans  drawn  by  Architect  Holly.  The 
Library  erected  by  the  East  Omuge  Asso¬ 
ciation,  at  a  cost  of  about  $22,000,  was  men¬ 
tioned  aud  spoken  of  as  being  a  fine  build¬ 
ing,  aud  costing  much  less  than  that  in  con¬ 
templation  by  the  Bloomfield  association. 
It  was  apparent,  from  the  desultory  dis¬ 
cussion  which  was  had,  that  the  cost  of 
building  at  the  present  time  would  be  about 
ten  per  cent,  lower  than  one  year  ago  ;  al¬ 
so  that  the  disposition  of  the  stockholders 
generally  was  to  build  well,  but  with  strict 
economy.  Among  other  suggestions  we  re¬ 
call  one  made  by  Mr.  Hedilen,  that  the  ex¬ 
cessive  architects  fees,  amounting  to  2$  per 
cent,  on  the  cost  of  the  building,  could  be 
saved  by  employing  a  resident  builder  as 
superintendent.  From  the  earnestne  s 
and  unanimity  of  opinion  expressed,  it  is 
reasonable  to  announce  that  ground  will 
now  be  broken,  and  that  our  long-contem- 


Westminster  Sunday  School  Anniversary. 

The  fonrth  anniversary  of  the  SundAy 
School  connected  with  the  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church,  was  neld  at  the 
Church  building  Sunday  evening  last.  Tie 
audience  room  was  most  tastefully  decorattd 
with  a  great  profusion  of  ferns  and  flowers, 
the  arrangement  of  which  did  much  credit 
to  the  persons  having  the  preparation  in 
charge.

Health  Ordinance. 

The  following  ordinance  in  regard  to  the 
abatement  and  removal  of  nuisances  in 
Montclair  has  been  put  in  force  by  the 
Town  Committee  : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Township  Committee  of  Mont¬ 
clair  *8  follows :  T>  ,  .  „ 

1.  The  Township  Committee  of  *»id  Township,  shall, 
*ml  may,  from  time  to  tint*  appoint  and  remove  one  of 
their  own  number  to  be  known ^  under  and  by  ttye  name 
of  Health  Officer  of  the  Township,  whose  daty  it  shall  be 
to  abate  and  remove  the  several  nuisance*  hereinafter 
declared  and  defined  and  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
Committee  to  *ue  for  and  collect  any  and  nil  penal  tic*, 
which  may  be  incurred  by  any  violation  or  violations  of 
this  ordinance. 

2.  No  person  *h*ll  throw  or  place  or  suffer  his  or  her 
eervant  or  otbeT  member*  of  hi*  or  her  family  to  throw 
or  place  any  carcass,  carrion,  blood,  putrid  meat,  or 
fish,  offal,  night  soil,  ashea,  decayed  vegetable*,  garbage, 
shells,  straw,  shavings,  dirt;  filth,  rubbish  or  any 
offensive  or  unwholesome  substance  or  liquid  whatever, 
in.  into  or  upon  any  street,  brook,  stream  or  public 
place  of  said  Township;  the  same  being  hereby 
severally  declared  and  defined  to  be  nuisances. 

.3  No  persoo  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  night  soil, 
sewerage,  blood,  drainage  from  *ny  *ink.  privy  or  ce»s- 

{,ool.  or  any  other  noxious  or  offensive  substance  or 
iquid  to  flow  or  pass  from  the  premise*  by  him  «*r  her 
occupied,  in.  Into  or  upon  any  street,  brook,  stream  or 
highway  of  said  Township;  the  same  being  declared  and 
defined  to  be  nuisanc  *. 

4.  In  case  of  any  such  nuisances  being  committed  or 
permitted  by  any  snch  person  or  persons,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Health  Officer  to  notify  him.  her 
or  them  to  abat  i  and  remove  the  same,  within  six  hours 
after  the  service  of  such  notice,  under  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  and  every  failure  so  to  abate  and  re¬ 
move  the  same,  and  In  thie  event  of  the  failure  of  each 
person  or  persons  so  offending  and  so  notified,  to  com¬ 
ply  with  said  notice  within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  the 
said  Health  Officer  shall  abate  and  remove  the  said  nui¬ 
sance,  proceed  to  collect  the  said  penalty  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law. 

Ordained,  Montclair,  M*y  27th,  1874.
